
August 26, 2006:    Kentucky’s  nine regions 

have now been divided into district align-
ments to be used in the upcoming district, 
regional and state tournament structures.  
              The new structure, which will take 
effect in the 2006-2007 school year, will 
have schools competing at the county or dis-
trict levels and “earning” their spot in the 
regional tournaments by winning their team 

or individual awards in the elementary, mid-
dle or high school categories. Upon comple-
tion of the regional tournaments, the top 
team and the top individual for the different 
age categories will advance to the state tour-
nament, whereupon they will shoot for state 
titles and the chance to advance to the na-
tional tournament to be held at an undecided 
location. 
              This new format of district, re-
gional, state and national tournament com-
petitions will allow more young archers the 
opportunity to compete in a tournament set-
ting and experience “tournament nerves,” as 
well as affording them the opportunity to 
meet other young archers from around their 
district and region. Because our state and 
national tournaments were rapidly outgrow-
ing the space available, we will now be able 
to hold our tournaments in a wider variety of 
locations and move them around so that we 
are able to include many more states at the 

national shoot site. 
              Regional meetings will be held in the 
fall with the Coordinators and KDFWR’s Jennie 
Richardson, who serves as the state NASP leader. 
Look for these dates and plan to attend your re-
gion’s meeting in order to learn the specific de-
tails of each district and regional tournament. 
              Several procedure and rule changes were 
also discussed and voted upon by Coordinators.  
              First, a standard method of shooting 
will be enforced this year. What this entails is 
ensuring that ALL students are shooting with 
three fingers under the arrow. Secondly ALL 
shooters will be required to anchor in the corner 
of their mouths, instead of being able to anchor 
at various positions (also known as “face walk-
ing”). In addition, only one nock point will be 
allowed on the string.  
              Any failure to adhere to these rules will 
result in disqualification from the tournament. 
              Another change that has been imple-
mented is in regards to the size of the competi-
tion teams. A “team” will be designated by 16 
shooters, with at least five members required to 
be of the opposite gender.  To obtain the “team 
score,” the top four female and the top four male 
scores will be added to the next four highest 
scores (regardless of gender) for the overall total. 
This reduction in size is in response to smaller 
schools who have had difficulty fielding enough 
shooters to participate in the team event. 
              Also be on the lookout for upcoming 
new archery-related professional developments 
and training in your area!

The date for the Kentucky tournament, rules changes, districting and success stories were all major topics of conversation at our 
Regional Coordinator’s training held the last of August at Camp Earl Wallace. All nine regional coordinators were able to attend 
and receive information, training and have direct input in the new developments of Kentucky NASP. 
 
First, the date for the state tournament has been set for Monday, April 2, at the International Convention Center in Louisville. 
This tournament will showcase the top teams and individuals from all nine regions, as this will allow for every team in the state 
to be eligible to “win their way” into the state and tournament venues.  
 
There are some very distinctive rule changes that will be implemented beginning in the `06-`07 season including: * Arrows 
should be nocked in the same place every time; *three fingers are required to be UNDER the nock; *index finger should be 
touching the nock; and *ALL archers will be required to anchor in the corner of their mouth. Archers must use the same nocking 
and anchor points for each shot. Face and/or string walking will not be permitted. There will be no draw checks and archers must 
have their index finger touching the arrow nock. (In the case of physical disability, a chew strap may be used in the place of fin-
gers.) As always, there will be no marks allowed on the sight window, string or bow to use as an aiming reference.  
 
We are very pleased to see our Kentucky NASP students branching out to experience archery all over the world. There were stu-
dents from Kentucky at every major IBO and ASA 3-D tournament this year; there were Kentucky kids shooting in Vegas this 
year; there were Kentucky students  placing in the top archers in the world in FITA and JOAD competitions! We’re very proud of 
these kids and their accomplishments and look forward to seeing what is to come in `07! 
 
On a personal note, I have experienced my best season in my own personal competitive shooting since 2001, winning one Na-
tional Tournament and placing in the top 10 in several others. I would like to thank each of you for your continued support in 
these efforts, it really means a lot to hear from you all!  

NASP Continues to Grow in US

The news from the National Archery in the Schools Program just keeps getting better. Keeping in mind the original goal of 120 
schools in Kentucky by 2005, the program is now active in over 500 schools in Kentucky alone. As of this writing, NASP is ac-
tive in 39 states and Australia. According to NASP State Coordinators, NASP will be active in 2,667 schools by December, 2006 
with 667,000 students expected to go through the program in school year ‘06-’07. Already, 10 states have NASP active in over 
100 schools. 

This year’s highlights are encouraging. There were 25 state representatives that attended the first ever NASP State Coordinator’s 
Conference in Louisville following the state tournament in March. These coordinators freely exchanged ideas and information 
concerning ideas and opportunities from their states. Maine, Kansas and Nevada have joined the program and should be putting 
bows in their students’ hands now. Three new states have committed to implementing the program; Alaska will be state number 
40 on September 23, 2006, with New Hampshire and South Dakota scheduled to start in early 2007. Several more states and Ca-
nadian provinces are increasingly interested in joining and the kids from “Down Under” will get to experience the joy of archery 
as Australian educators came to the U.S. to be trained and certified. 

Additionally, several states have now hired dedicated NASP coordinators whose sole responsibility will be overseeing the suc-
cess of NASP in their states, and monetary donations have started rolling in to help us keep our momentum going in the right 
direction. 

With all the success of 2006, 2007 looks brighter than ever. Good luck this year!

     The “NASP at the ASA” competition held in Metropolis, IL on June 30 and July 1 was a 
huge success.  Over 100 shooters braved the sweltering heat and incessant bugs to compete in 
this great event. With temperatures hovering around the century mark, NASP kids from 
around the country shot the usual 30 arrow competition, which was followed by a 10 target 3-
D round with the targets placed at unknown distances.  
         But that was only the beginning...The biggest fun of all was when the pro shooters from 
Mathews and  many other different bow companies showed up and were matched with NASP 
kids for a team competition.  One pro shooter was overheard saying, “I can’t believe how well 
these kids shoot!” Of course, all the shooters were shooting NASP equipment, including the 
pros who seemed to feel out of place without their competition bows, sights and arrows. A lot 
of the NASP kids even beat the pro shooters in their group and were understandably proud.  

               At the conclusion of the team shoot, awards were given to the winning teams. The awards given were not the usual trophy 
or medallion, but Genesis bows, Easton 1820 arrows, NASP style targets and a variety of 3-D targets were awarded instead—thanks 
to several sponsors.   
               A great big “thank you” needs to be given to all the pro shooters that participated in this special event as well as to the ASA 
for hosting the tournament. The students that took part in the team shoot will never forget the ex-
perience and each and every one of them brought home a ton of advice from the pros that will 
help them with their pursuit of archery for the rest of their lives.  
               This event showcased the sense of family that is shared by most 
everyone that is involved in competitive archery, and showed our students 
that no matter how good you become in your chosen pursuit, you should 
always take the time to help others with less experience. If we can con-
tinue to include these life lessons in our archery experiences, we can make 
the world a better place, and even have fun at the same time.

     My husband, Mark, and I had the pleasure of coordinating and directing the youth events this year for the Archery Shooters Asso-
ciation (ASA). In all, we ran the youth events, known as the “Eagle” classes, at nine national ASA events all across the southeast 
United States. While the Eagle classes are primarily target archery with advanced archery equipment, we were able to run NASP style 
competitions at ASA Pro-Am locations in Columbus, GA, Augusta, GA, Oak Ridge, TN and Metropolis, IL. 

     Even though we were working with kids who are accustomed to shooting 3-D archery, the NASP style competition was embraced 
and great fun was had by all. The kids soon learned that by using the techniques taught in NASP classes, they were able to improve 
their shooting skills with their 3-D competition equipment. The string bow was especially helpful, as we were able to show them how 
a release was supposed to happen, whether using fingers or a release aid. Of course learning how to aim with a Genesis bow was quite 
different for them after being used to shooting with scopes and pin sights. 

     At the Oak Ridge and Metropolis events, a large number of Kentucky NASP students made the trip to compete at this exciting 
venue. Even though the temperatures were very hot at both of these events, all the kids had a great time. (See related story about Me-
tropolis on page four.)  

     It is exciting to see the level of enthusiasm that the directors of the ASA have for NASP. The ASA even offered BAI classes to 
certify new instructors at most of their Pro-Am events. It seems that the success of the NASP in Kentucky has opened the eyes of 
most people in archery, and they are impressed at the amount of talented kids that are participating in this great sport. It would seem 
that those involved in the industry see these kids as the future of archery, and I think we can expect to see them embrace our kids at

KDFWR Steps-Out with Legislators 

 
On June 24 the Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife invited the Kentucky Legislators and their families to “Step-Out” to 
the Anderson County Sportsman’s League to experience the outdoors.  Several different outdoor sports were showcased at the 
club including the National Archery in the Schools Program.  All of the shooting venues were open including the pistol range, 
rifle range and archery ranges.  At the archery venue, participants were able to shoot  the Genesis bows with the school targets 
and at 3-D targets.  Participants went to the different venues and questions were answered either by KDFWR staff or the NASP 
representative.  While the event was not well attended, everyone who came had a fun-filled day. 

Region VI: Richard Allen, Pulaski County 

     A BAI class for certification and re-certification was held on August 12 at Hopkins Elementary. Several parents who help 
with NASP at area schools attended to get certified; one from Boyle County and two from Somerset Christian School, who will 
be  implementing a new NASP program into their PE curriculum and hopefully starting a new after school program. Another BAI 
class will be held in Monticello at a later date for new instructors and to re-certify those who need the updates. The Monticello 
Independent School System will also teach the NASP curriculum in their PE classes and in an after school program. 
     Talks have already begun with several coaches in the region to start planning some area competitions. By participating in local 
competitions, our teams will be better prepared for the district and regional competitions coming up soon. While practicing at 
school is great, competing on unfamiliar ground against students from other schools will prepare student archers for the pressure 
that is felt in a true tournament-qualifying event.

NASP student who was killed in a motorcycle accident. He had just graduated from Laurel County where he participated in 
NASP and shot traditional archery. His younger brother is active on the NASP team at South Laurel, and all proceeds from the 
shoot will be donated to the South Laurel NASP program.

They had the opportunity to learn and have friendly com-
petitions in fishing, clay pigeon shooting, target shooting, archery, laser shooting, turkey calling, bait casting, and many other 
activities.   I, along with local Game Wardens, was blessed to be able to sponsor the archery shoot, which was one of the favorites 
for both kids and parents.  We definitely got rave reviews, not to mention publicity.  We hope to take part in many more of these 
activities.  We plan to have at least one archery shoot during our local festival season which runs through the end of September.

               It is very exciting when Kentucky student archers 
take their interest in archery to the next level. It is even more 
exciting when they are successful with their new endeavors. 
According to Olympic Archery Coach Lee, there is more raw 
talent coming out of Kentucky than any other state. Coinci-
dence? It is obvious that the success of Kentucky NASP is 
bringing kids forward and showcasing talents that may have 
remained hidden forever. 
               One example that has already been mentioned is the 
success of Graham Cofield. Graham is a four-time NASP 
World Champion and current student at Western Kentucky

Grady won the boys middle school division at the 2005 Na-
tional Tournament and placed second overall at the same tour-
nament. Since that time, Grady has started competing in 
Olympic style archery. This past year, 2006, was his first year 
to compete in Olympic style archery, and his accomplishments 
in his first year are remarkable. After a string of top ten fin-
ishes, Grady culminated his season by finishing seventh in the 
Cadet Division in the NAA World Trials. What a huge accom-
plishment! 

              Region six archers Ashley Rose, who won the fe-
male NASP National title twice, and Chad Leigh are cur-
rently participating in activities at the Olympic Training 
Center in Colorado Springs, CO. They were both contacted 
and asked to make the trip out west to begin to work on an 
Olympic-style regime in preparation for the team try-outs. 
We will hopefully get news and information from them 
when they return  home soon! 
              These four archers are just a few of Kentucky’s 
students who are seeking other avenues and outlets to show-
case their archery talent. It is only a matter of time before 
we see Kentucky’s first NASP kids on the Professional 
awards stage and at the Olympic games!
